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No April fool

It was a short retirement 

Michael Coffey, who retired in 
March as a corporal with the 
Romulus Police Department, 
was named deputy chief of police 
on Monday. He succeeds former 
Deputy Chief Gerry Champagne, 
who retired in February and 
accepted the position of director 
of public safety in nearby Van 
Buien Township. 

“All in all, I think it was about 
four weeks off,” said Coffey. “I 
had the opportunity to apply for 
this position, and I came back 
because I want to keep serving 
this community.” 

He will earn $70,000 annually 
and will report directly to Public 
Safety Director Charles Kirby. 

At the time of his retirement 
Coffey was assigned to the traffic 
division of the department. 
Special units and the ability to 
function within them turned out 
to be the mantra of his career, 
which began in 1983 after his 
graduation from the Detroit 
Metropolitan Police Academy in 
Detroit 

“That was Detroit’s academy, 
but I didn’t apply there,” Coffey 
said. “It was a pre-service situa-

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And then there were two. 

Only two candidates have survived a gru¬ 
eling interview process that began with nine 
contenders for the position of superintendent 
of the Romulus Community School District 
On Wednesday, Carl Weiss, the deputy 
superintendent of Dearborn Heights District 
7 and Sheryl Thomas, the executive director 
of leadership and accountability for Detroit 
Public Schools, will participate in final inter¬ 
views for the position. The interviews will 
include visitation to both school districts 
April 27 before a final decision is made, said 
Dick Kruse, a spokesman for the district 
The schools released little information 
about the candidates, but both participated 
in process that has included a public inter¬ 
view conducted by school board members 
and a community question and answer ses- 
sioa 

“We want to make sure that everything is 
fair as we go through this,” Kruse said. 

Though the field began with several candi¬ 


dates who have led districts before, the final 
two have never before been superintendents. 

Weiss, the second-in command of the 
Dearborn 7 District, is responsible for the 
administrative aspects of managing a system 
smaller than Romulus, but with some similar¬ 
ities. The Dearborn 7 District operates three 
elementary Kindergarten through fifth grade 
schools, which feed into one middle school. 
All students in the district then move on to 
Annapolis High School, which has an enroll¬ 
ment of about 900 students. Romulus High 
School, by comparison has four elementary 
schools, which feed into one middle school 
and high school. 

Thomas, of the Detroit Public Schools, is 
currently heading up an effort in that district 
to increase education standards through 
steering children through programs designed 
to help them achieve success. These pro¬ 
grams address learning, behavior and 
parental involvemenL According to informa¬ 
tion from the district, the department 
Thomas oversees works with staff, students, 
parents, and state and federal government 
entities to provide education support for stu¬

Romulus officials wasted no 
time in installing new leader¬ 
ship at the top of the parks 
department 

Kristin Irwin, the former 
assistant director of Romulus 
Parks and Recreation, was 
named as the new director. In 
her new position, she will steer 
all programs, manage the new 
city recreation facility, currently 


under construction at Wayne 
and Northline Roads, oversee 
the public parks and manage a 
full-time staff of five employees. 

She replaces Herb Buckley, 
who held the $60,277-per-year 
position for seven years before 
his resignation two weeks ago. 

Irwin, who is currently on 
maternity leave, will officially 
assume the post when she 
returns in May. She was unavail¬ 
able for comment Tuesday. 

Stepping into Irwin’s former

dents. 

Finding a new superintendent to replace 
the retiring Joel Carr has been a long process 
that is unusually aggressive. Candidates, dur¬ 
ing the school visits, will be accompanied by 
school board members, representatives from 
five school unions, a parent and a member of 
the central office staff, said Kruse. 

The district hired Michigan Association of 
School Boards (MASB), which advertised the 
position statewide. By the beginning of this 
year, 24 resumes were received. The field was -i, 
narrowed by MASB and the board to nine * 
candidates, then to four, and now to two. The 
organization also played a role in moderating 
the question and answer session last week 

A majority vote of the seven-member 
school board is required before a candidate 
is hired. The superintendent will overseea^ 
district with a $40 million budget and abouC'%^ 
4,300 students. 

The total compensation package for the 
position equals $150,000, Kruse said. 

Once the final school visits are complete, 
the district will again meet, possibly with 
each candidate, to make a selection.

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turn into a book, though. 

“Once I started seeing how people responded to the 
classes and how people were grateful it was those things 
that made me realize that maybe I have something here,” ; 
she said. “This process just doesn’t help people to write 
about their life. If you want to write a novel or a book this 
is the process to follow. If you want to sit down and plan, 
say, a party or something, this is a great process to go 
about doing it” 

Although Saylor doesn’t have any fancy scholarly cre¬ 
dentials, she does have a self-admitting dPA (disgustingly 
Positive Attitude) — something one of her best friends 
labeled her with. Along with her dPA and her dedication 
and willingness to help people she has the necessary- 
experience and know-how to write this worth-your-while 
read. 

The Road You’ve Traveled was self-published by Saylor 
through Author House (authorhouse.com), which is a sub¬ 
sidiary of Ingram book distributors—one of the largest 
book distributors in the country. 

The book will be available at all major bookstores and 
eventually on their websites as well as Saylor’s website 
grandschempress.com, currently under construction. 

To help promote the release, Saylor will have a book 
signing at 2 p.m. on April 24 at the Plymouth Library and 
from noon-3 p.m. on April 29 at the Plymouth Book Cellar 
More information about Saylor and The Road You’ve 
Traveled can be found at authorhouse.com. 

So far, the entire experience of teaching, writing and 
publishing has been a journey for Saylor 

“It has been crazy at times but to know that I set a goal 
and accomplished it is very fulfilling,” she said. “Now, I’m 
in the process of accomplishing the rest of my goals. 

“Everyone has a story to tell,” she said. “In order to 
know where you’re going it’s good to take a look at where 
you’ve beea”

The Road You’ve Traveled is as great tool for all writers. 
She said the book will help highlight the highpoints 
rather than constitute a day-to-day diary of events. 

The first chapter takes readers through the toughest 
part of any writing journey—organization. Saylor teaches 
the reader to take all the necessary steps prior to actual 
writing, making the process easier. 

“I think it’s that organizational difference that sets me 
apart from others that teach similar classes,” she said. 
“It’s the laying out of everything first and getting every¬ 
thing organized that makes this work.” 

Every subsequent chapter is a lesson plan that con¬ 
tains tips, ideas and a tank of mental gasoline’ to help 
recall memories and then transfer them to the page. The 
plans are easy to follow and extremely helpful. 

Saylor said the writing process can be very therapeu¬ 
tic. 

“I do tell people they should write about the experi¬ 
ences they’ve had, good or bad—all their memories,” she 
said. “On one level it can be very therapeutic. On another 
level you can come to terms with things that didn’t go so 
well in your life. Sometimes if something happened to us 
when we were a teenager we can carry that perception 
long into adulthood because we never revisited the situa¬ 
tion and our perception as a teen has now become our 
perception as an adult But if you write about it you’ll 
understand it better and overcome it” 

Saylor has been teaching the Life Journal class twice a 
week at the Plymouth Library for four years now and 
recently started classes at the Canton Summit Senior 
Center once a week. Classes at Plymouth are (1-2:30 p.m.) 
every first Tuesday and (4-5:30 p.m, third Tuesday of the 
month and )11 am. to 12:15 p.m.) every first Wednesday at 
the Summit in Cantoa

Plymouth author Jane Saylor has been either writing 
or teaching others to write since she was 8 years old. Now, 
everything she teaches will span a lot further than just the 
Plymouth-Canton area. 

Her new book, The Road You’ve Traveled, is a valuable 
‘how-to’ guide that assists readers in journaling their lives 
that will hit bookshelves soon. 

The book evolved from a series of lesson plans that 
were researched and developed by Saylor as a means to 
instruct senior citizens at the Plymouth Library on how to 
record their life stories. The 44-year-old mother of two 
later realized that the sessions, however, would relate to 
people of all ages. 

“For senior citizens it’s about leaving a legacy for their 
families, she said. “But people of all ages can leam a lot 
about writing about their life.” 

She equates the process to 

times when people walk 
into a room but have for¬ 
gotten why they’re there. 
The only way to remem¬ 
ber is to go back and fig¬ 
ure out where they left 
off. The writing process 
is similar 

“The same goes for 
when you’re trying to 
figure out your life,” 
she said. “When you 
lose direction, go back 
to point where you 
knew where you were ' 
going.

tion where you sponsored your¬ 
self, and that led me to Romulus.” 
He has spent his entire career in 
Romulus and has a long history 
with the city. 

During his tenure with the 
department, Coffey built his 
career in special investigative 
units. He was assigned to various 
auto theft and narcotics units 
organized by the Michigan State 
Police, and spent several years 
on loan. He began working with 
special units about five years into 
his career, and reached the rank 
of detective. He spent several 
years as a liaison on the 
Downriver SWAT (Special 
Weapons and Training) team, as 
well as the department automo¬ 
bile theft unit 

He thinks this experience will 
serve him well in his new job. 

“Romulus is a community that 


is growing more and more, both 
residentially and commercially,” 
he said. “It’s becoming one of the 
most desired communities in this 
area There’s going to be more to 
protect” 

Resources in a growing com¬ 
munity - which don’t often get 
more plentiful regardless of how 
much residential and business 
activity comes into a city - need to 
be applied thoughtfully, said 
Coffey. Though deputy chief jobs 
are traditionally administrative 
in nature, the dividing of duties 
between himself and Kirby is still 
being determined. The depart¬ 
ment employs about 55 sworn 
officers and an undetermined 
number of civilian employees. 

In Romulus, the mayor 
appoints the deputy chief. It is 
not known how many candidates 
applied for the job. Mayor Alan 
Lambert, who administered the 
oath of office to Coffey Monday, 
was unavailable for comment

Tuesday. 

Kirby said he was, “glad to 
have him (Coffey) aboard.” 

While he was retired, Coffey 
said he missed the camaraderie 
of the department 

“I’m really glad to be back,” he 
said. “I have a lot of friends 
here.” 

Coffey, who lives in 
Woodhaven, is a second-genera¬ 
tion police officer. His father, 
Thomas Coffey, is the former 
Deputy Police Chief of Riverview. 
He’s now retired. 


Parks - 2 assume new challenges amid changes in city 
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position is Tanya Cofied, who 
had worked for the city before 
budget constraints led to a layoff 
in January 2004 She said she’s 
glad to be back with the city full¬ 
time. 

“I worked as a part time 
employee here in parks since 
the layoff, and I’m just jumping 
back in now,” she said. “I began 
as a clerk with the city and 
worked my way to parks and 
recreation. My biggest challenge 
is going to be making sure things 
run on time.” 

Cofield, who will earn $38,036 
per year in the position, officially 
took over the position March 27. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he’s 
glad to have her back as well. 

‘Tanya worked for us previ¬ 
ously and did a great job. She 
will be a valuable resource for 
the parks and recreation depart¬ 
ment” 


Irwin and Cofield are taking 
control of the city parks pro¬ 
grams at a crucial juncture. The 
new recreation center, which 
broke ground last year, is housed 
in the former Overhead Crane 
Co. facility. 

The 70,000-square-foot pro¬ 
ject is a first in the city. 
Recreation employees will be 
administering more diverse ath¬ 
letic and artistic programs than 
ever before, and will be respon¬ 
sible for maintaining and man¬ 
aging a stand-alone facility for 
the first time. 

Currently, the city counts on 
an agreement with the Romulus 
Community Schools to house 
programs, as well as other city 
facilities. 

Irwin began her career in the 
city in 2002, when she was hired 
as the city recreation coordina¬ 
tor In that position, she created 
new sports and leisure programs 
for residents, scheduled those

programs and found venues 
where they could take place. She 
earned her bachelor’s degree in 
corporate fitness from Grand 
Valley State University in Grand 
Rapids. 

Irwin went on to earn her 
master’s degree in sports educa¬ 
tion from Bowling Green 
University in Bowling Green, 
Ohio. 

Buckley resigned unexpect¬ 
edly in March. The city sought 
only internal candidates to fill 
the positions.

High gets 

threats 
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Students got a rude awakening 
Tuesday morning when they 
learned an unknown caller left a 
bomb threat on the school voice- 
mail system at Inkster High 
School. 

Schools Superintendent 
Thomas Maridada confirmed 
that about 500 students were 
evacuated after a caller said 
there was a bomb inside the 
school that would be detonated at 
10 am. 

“Once we received the call, of 
course we called the police 
immediately,” he said. “We put 
our evacuation plans into place, 
and we had everyone off the 
premises by 9:30 am.” 

After about 35 teachers, secu¬ 
rity staff members and clerical 
employees ushered students 
from the school on Middlebelt 
Road to waiting school buses, 
they were transported to the 
Booker Dozier Recreation 
Complex. Parents were called 
shortly thereafter, Maridada said. 

“We have a plan that we’ve 
talked about, but never had to 
implement,” he said. “It went 
seamlessly - and were able to get 
a hold of most of the students’ 
parents. We had to take about 50 
back to the school after it was 
determined there was no bomb 
because we could not reach a 
parent” 

All of the students received 
the rest of Tuesday off, but class¬ 
es resumed at the high school the 
following day. No students or 
Inkster Schools employees were 
hurt in the transfer, said 
Maridada 

Once the building was vacat¬ 
ed, Inkster Police Officers 
searched the building. The 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department brought bomb-sniff¬ 
ing dogs to the school. The facility 
was given the all clear a few 
hours later, sources at the scene 
said. 

Deputy Police Chief Gregory 
Hill, through one of his command 
officers, would make no public 
comment about the situation, and 
directed all media inquiries to 
Maridada 

Bomb threats - even when 
determined to be a prank - are 
serious crimes since the 9-11 ter¬ 
rorist attacks. If the caller is 
found, he could be charged with 
making terrorist threats, a class A 
felony. A 17-year-old student 
attending Rochester High School 
in Rochester Hills was recently 
charged for a similar’ threat, and 
is facing 20-years in prison. 

The threats are also becoming 
more common. The Inkster 
threat was the second in western 
Wayne County in three weeks - a 
15-year-old was arrested for mak¬ 
ing threats at John Glenn High 
School in Westland. There was 
also a bomb threat at Northville 
High School last week

Weed contract inked 

Romulus City Council 
members voted Monday to 
award a three-year weed¬ 
cutting contract to Pritula 
and Sons Excavating, a 
company in the city 

The city solicited bids 
for the project, and 
received prices from three 
companies. The Romulus 
company was the second- 
lowest bidder for the pro¬ 
ject 

Pritula and Sons will 
charge $.004 cents per 
square foot of weeds on 
city-owned property. The 
price will remain 
unchanged for the first two 
years of the contract, and 
will go up to $.005 cents per 
square foot during the third 
year 

Purchasing Director 
Lynn Conway advised the 
city to sign with the compa¬ 
ny despite receiving a 
lower bid because the firm 
has more equipment and 
has worked with the city 
previously. 
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Scoring a perfect 100 

An eclectic group met in the meeting room at the Wayne Public 
Library last week 

Some were younger, others older, many were recognizable faces in 
the Wayne Community and others, less so. 

But no name tags were required or desired for this group of altru¬ 
ists, who prefer to make their mark in the community without their 
name attached. 

It was the Wayne 100 club, getting together to talk about another 
successful year 

It was quite a year, too. The group, founded by Jack Demmer, con¬ 
sists of roughly 100 people in the community who each donate $100 to 
help people in need in the community. They don’t seek publicity for it, 
nor advertise their successes. 

Last year, they handed out 38 grants totaling more than $12,000. 
The bulk of that came during the Christmas season. This distribution 
of those grants showed a sad trend in the community, too. Where once 
the grants were equally given to senior citizens and young families 
with children in need, last year, about 75 percent were given to fami¬ 
lies with elementary school aged children; parents who had been laid 
off from work and couldn’t find other employment 

The organization doesn’t seek accolades for the good work they do 
in the community, but we think they deserve it anyway. It’s nice to see 
people doing good for the sake of doing good, helping out for the sake 
of helping out, changing lives for the better for the mere pleasure of 
helping their neighbors. 

Anyone who cares to do a little math will notice something else, 
too. The Wayne 100 club donated more than $12,000 last year - from a 
group of about 100 people that donate $100. That tells you that a mem¬ 
ber - or members - probably gives more than that Sure, we could 
speculate on who that might be, but we’d rather not But that’s OK, 
that’s probably what he or she would prefer, anyway. 

Good legislation, made better 

Sometimes, subdivisions make sense. 

That’s the case with legislation recently proposed by State Sen. Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton). 

Senate Bill 1206 doesn’t promote suburban sprawl, though, as much as 
it attempts to solve one of the problems associated with it It makes it pos¬ 
sible for a single Downtown Development Authority (DDA) to have two or 
more subdivisions. Currently a municipality can only have one DDA in its 
boundaries. 

The legislation was modeled for Huron Township, which has three 
small downtowns, none of which are incorporated - New Boston, Willow 
and Waltz - even though they all have their own identities. 

Downtown Development Authorities are the result of effective state 
legislation. It allows a municipality to form a district and then use the 
increase in taxable value within that district to fund improvements with¬ 
in the DDA The improvements cause a further increase in value and the 
DDAs can then fund more improvements. Municipalities throughout 
western Wayne County - Northville and Plymouth are probably the best 
examples - have used this legislation to make significant advances in 
their downtown areas. The City of Wayne has also had success with it and 
the City of Westland finished the first phase of a streetscape plan last 
year 

Patterson’s proposal would make the concept even better, as long as it 
is handled correctly - and that depends on the local officials, not the state 
government Often, DDAs are so effective that they are the only entity 
within a municipality that has any money to spend on capital improve¬ 
ment projects - thanks to state limitations caused by reduced state-

Is the next stop college? 


If I believe everything people tell me, last Tuesday 
was the equivalent of the long climb up the steep 
slope of a roller coaster 

That’s a strange thing to think about when you’re 
sitting in an elementary school gym surrounded by 
curious parents and nervous children, but last 
Tuesday was kindergarten roundup day for the 
Wayne-Westland Community School District Anyone 
who’s ever raised a child will tell you - or at least 
they’re fond of telling me - that as soon as the kid 
starts kindergarten, life becomes a blur 

“Enjoy them while you can,” they all said. “Pretty 
soon, they won’t want to talk to you and it all goes by 
so fast” 

The thought had been repeated to me dozens of 
times during the last five years. It was hard not to 
think about it last week I had a hard time believing 
it because everything seems to speed by at a break¬ 
neck pace, already. 

“So, this is it” was what went through my head. 

It’s a strange experience, sitting in that room and 
I’m sure all the other parents would agree - or at 
least those who would be sending their first child off 
to school in a few months. 

I looked around at the faces of the other children 
and their parents. So these kids would be my son’s 
friends. These people would be the parents of my 
son’s friends. They might even become mine; I’m 
friendly enough. 

A few minutes later, I began to doubt that these 
other parents and I would ever have the time to form 
friendships. 

Dan Briody, principal at Hoover Elementary 
School in Wayne, talked about the kinds of things that 


students are expected to know 
before they get into the kinder¬ 
garten classroom and what 



they’ll learn by the time they leave Math, social stud¬ 
ies, computers, in kindergarten? Hoover is a Reading 
First school, which means the kindergarteners spend 
90 minutes each day of literacy activities - reading, 
writing and other things designed to spark a desire to 
read. 

I think it was at about that point that I started to 
feel more nervous than Henry did. I mean, it seems 
like my kindergarten experience was all naps, recess 
and finger-painting. He would have a curriculum - 
and a pretty tough one, at that Parents don’t have it 
much easier, if they do it light We were advised to 
read to our children every day, stay involved in their 
education and get involved with the school, too. 
Teachers can do a lot for children, but it’s the parents 
that are the crucial link. We got some tools last week 
to help us both, too. 

In the Wayne-Westland District senior citizen vol¬ 
unteers pack a free backpack with things that will 
help both journeys: there are plastic magnetic letters 
to practice with, a book to read, a t-shirt and more. 
The backpacks were ridiculously laige - Henry is not 
a small 5-year-old and this thing still hung down to 
his ankles. Neither I nor my wife could figure out. 
how to shorten it up, either, although we didn’t try to 
hard. First impressions last forever, after all, and the 
last Oiing I wanted the parents of my kid’s classmates 
to think of me was that I couldn’t figure out a single 
cinch strap. Henry wore it with pride, though, as we 
walked back down file street Ftmny, but he seemed 
to grow into it a little more with every step. 


Recall is not civic involvement 


There has been talk recently about a possible 
recall of school board members in the Van Buren 
Public School District, but, like anything else, 
there’s always more than one side to the story. 

On one side of this issue is the recall committee. 
It is made up of residents opposed to the last school 
bond millage, who believe in most part that the 
bond proposal was largely overpriced, the location 
for a new high school was wrong and, overall, the 
district is not spending money towaitl student edu¬ 
cation. 

On the other side is the citizens’ committee to 
improve the schools. It made up of residents who 
helped create the past two school bond proposals 
and believe in both a new Belleville High School 
and the current school board members. 

Then, there are the school district officials. They 
believe they have been as open with the community 
as possible about the issue by hosting numerous 
town hall meetings, listening to the voters and, in 
the end, gaining 1,000 more votes than the request 


did in the prior bond election. 

School administrators said 
that when anyone’s talking 
about a recall of board mem¬ 
bers, they have to take it seriously. 

Representatives at the Wayne County election 
office say the language for a recall petition must 
first be approved, and once cleared, a certain num¬ 
ber of signatures must then be collected in order to 
file for a school board recall.

Ten new animals welcomed 
the arrival of spring - baby goats 
and lambs that will soon be 
available for mass visitations. 

Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Foundation, said she wants to 
make sure that nobody will need 
binoculars to see them. 

Peters said the foundation, 
which has assumed the opera¬ 
tion of the farm, is taking on a 
new project that will bring peo¬ 
ple closer to the animals by con¬ 
structing a fenced walkway 
down the pastures. 

“We’d like to go the length of 
the pastures so if the animals 
are at the far end people will 
still be able to see them.” Peters 
said. “They’d be wide enough for 
tractors, too.” 

It’s an expensive project, 
though, perhaps at much as 
$50,000, so the foundation is 
looking to the community for 
support Peters said she’s look¬ 
ing for donations of woods and 
funds to help build the fence.

The Northville Community 
Foundation took over the opera¬ 
tion of the farm shortly after a 
fire destroyed the barns and 
killed most of the animals that 
lived there several years ago.

School board cuts 
2 staff positions

Van Buren Public School 
Board members recently 
approved staff cuts that would 
result in a $70,000 cost savings by 
a 4-3 vote. 

As part of the new Belleville 
High School restructuring plan, 
officials said the layoff of two 35- 
hour high school paraprofession- 
als for the 2006-2007 school year 
is a way to bring down the cost 
and implement the plan. 

The new high school curricu¬ 
lum will include: a switch from a 
six to seven period school day 
with 50-minute classes each, 
increased opportunities for stu¬ 
dents to enroll up to 15 elective 
credit units opposed to 10, an 
increase of “non-traditional” 
interaction between students and 
staff, changes in the graduation 
requirements from 26 total cred¬ 
its opposed to 22 and a six-level 
academic intervention plan for 
at-risk students. 

As part of the academic inter¬ 
vention plan, students will take 
part in seminars for new students 
and incoming freshmen; course 
corrections if failure arises; tutor¬ 
ing services; an additional 
rebuilding seminar and evasive 
action if students are still failing 
classes. 

Board members Toni Hunt, 
Ralph Nodwell and Keith 


Johnston voted against the arts. 

“This is not safe for the kids 
with no one in the front of the 
school to monitor who’s going in 
and out of the building,” Johnston 
said. “The problem is anyone can 
walk in the front doors of the high 
school. It’s important that we not 
cut this position.” 

Principal Kevin Kelly said 
there will be other paraprofes- 
sionals who will remain on the 
job and they will continue to 
maintain a ‘pair of eyes’ in the 
front building, as well as in the 
high school parking lot 

“We can’t do it all,” said Board 
President David Peer “We asked 
the high school to come up with 
ways to cut costs. We’re still look¬ 
ing at a deficit for this year There 
are a lot of things I’m not happy 
with.” 

Trustee Martha Toth said the 
restructuring plan is going to cost 
more than they thought 

“I hate to be nibbling away 
now. Sure, there will be unex¬ 
pected costs, but like David said, 
we can’t do it all,” said Toth. 
“Making improvements at the 
high school is one of the reasons I 
think we didn’t lose students in 
February.” 

According to school adminis¬ 
trators, implementing staff cuts 
now will allow laid off staff mem¬ 
bers to bid on any other 35-hour 
positions that may become avail¬ 
able.

Whenever the storyline bogs 
down — and it does often — they 
flash back to Scrat and his con¬ 
tinual pursuit of an acorn to 
wake up the audience. It’s a good 
trick and it works, because of all 
the characters that return from 
the first film, Scrat is the one 
who weathers the transition best 

Meltdown continues the story 
of Manny the Mammoth (Ray 
Romano) and his small herd that 
consists of Diego, a saber tooth 
tiger (Denis Leary) and Sid the 
Sloth (John Leguizamo). 

This time around, they’re not 
trying to save a human baby, 
they’re trying to save themselves. 
The glacial ice dam that sur¬ 
rounds the valley they live in is 
melting and if they don’t find 
higher ground — or a huge hol¬ 
lowed out log that will serve as a 
boat — within three days, they’ll 
all end up on the wrong side of 
the water.

It’s been more than 30 years 
since American troops left 
Vietnam, but the memory of 
those who never made it home 
survives. 

This summer, that memory 
will become more tangible as the 
Vietnam Moving Wall—a half¬ 
size replica of the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial in 
Washington, D.C.—will come to 
Westland. One of three in the 
country, the moving wall is 250 
feet long and contains the names 
of the 58,175 Americans who died 
in Vietnam. 

To make that happen, though, 
event organizers need some help. 

According to Ken Mehl, 
spokesperson for the group of cit¬ 
izens organizing the display and 
a decorated Vietnam veteran in 
his own right, they have made 
several attempts in the past to 
bring the wall to the community. 

“We’re lucky to have it” said 
Mehl. “We had been turned 
down three or four times before.” 

The main problem, he said, is 
that planners were determined 
to have the wall in place during 
the Westland Summer Festival, 
which takes place annually in 
the days preceding the Fourth of 
July. 

“That’s the highest week 
requested of any week,” he said. 

The wall will open with a 
memorial ceremony at 4 p.m. on 
June 29 and will remain open 24-

Here’s the wow factor

I immediate¬ 
ly thought of a wow factor 
dessert that is as easy to prepare 
as it is grand to present: Peaches 
and Creme Brulee. 

Peaches and Creme Brulee 

1 cup heavy whipping cream 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1/3 cup sugar 

3 large egg yolks 

6 whole ripe peaches 

4 to 6 teaspoons sugar 

Place cream and vanilla 
in a medium saucepan; 
bring to a simmer and turn off 
heat 

Combine 1/3 cup sugar and 
egg yolks in a mixing bowl, 
whisking until smooth. Slowly 
add the warm cream to egg mix¬ 
ture, whisking constantly. Set 
bowl over a saucepan of sim¬ 
mering water (do not let bowl

touch water). 

Whisk mix¬ 
ture con¬ 
stantly about 

9 minutes until it reaches 180 
degrees and coats the back of a 
spoon. Remove bowl from heat 
and place in an ice bath, stirring 
occasionally. Cool completely. 
(This may be chilled overnight) 
Mixture will thicken slightly 
when cooled. 

Cut tops off of peaches and 
remove pits and some surround¬ 
ing peach flesh. Discard flesh 
and pits. If necessary, cut thin 
layer off the bottom of the peach 
to sit it upright on a plate. Fill 
each peach with about !4 cup of 
custard so it is even with the top 
of the peach. Refrigerate until 
ready to serve, up to three 
hours. 

Sprinkle a thin layer of 
remaining sugar onto each cus¬ 
tard-filled peach. Caramelize 
sugar using a kitchen torch kept 
moving at all times. Serve with¬ 
in 1 hour of browning the sugar
